COLORADO HIGHLIGHTS

The corn yield forecast is now estimated at 138.0 bushels p
acre, 1.0 bushel above last year's final yield, Bubushels
below the August 1 forecast. The forecast for ésted acres
was at 1,000,000 acres, down 80,000 acres fromatka
harvested for grain in 2008. Corn production isefast at
138.00 million bushels, 7 percent less than lasarge
production.

The sorghum yield is forecast at 32.0 bushels per acre, 3.0
bushels below the August 1 forecast, but 2.0 beshlebve last
year's crop. Growers are expected to harvest D@0d&res,
placing production at 4.48 million bushels, dowiglstly from

the 4.5 million bushels last year, with 10,000 actess
harvested than last year.

The summer potato yield forecast was unchanged from July 1
at 400 cwt per acre, up 30 cwt from last year'srage yield.
Growers are expected to harvested 3,900 acres, B0Wmcres
from last year's harvested area. Production isdast at 1.56
million cwt., 68,000 cwt below last year's producti The
sugar beet yield is forecast at 27.7 tons per acre, downtdn3
from the August 1 forecast but 1.2 tons aboveyaat’s yield.
Production is now forecast at 970,000 tons from0G8,
harvested acres, up from last year's 758,000 tmms £8,600
acres.

UNITED STATESHIGHLIGHTS

Corn production is forecast at almost 13.0 billion bushap 2
percent from last month and 7 percent higher thH#i82Based
on conditions as of September 1, yields are exgect@average
161.9 bushels per acre, up 2.4 bushels from Augnst 8.0
bushels above last year. If realized, this wiltle highest yield
on record and production will be the second largbshind
2007. Yield forecasts increased from last monthosgrthe
western Corn Belt and the northern half of the GRains as
mild temperatures and adequate soil moisture seppliovided
favorable growing conditions. Yield prospects warnehanged
in the eastern Corn Belt where dry conditions durikugust
depleted soil moisture supplies.

Sorghum production is forecast at just under 390 million
bushels, up 2 percent from last month but down &Bent
from last year. Expected area for harvest as dsafarecast at
5.95 million acres, unchanged from August but dot#
percent from 2008. Based on September 1 conditigiek] is
forecast at 65.5 bushels per acre, up 1.5 bushmis August
and up 0.5 bushel from last year. The Nation'glsom crop
was rated 49 percent good to excellent, compardatd &4
percent at the same time last year. Yield forecastsat or
above last month’'s levels in all of the major sangh
producing States except Colorado.

Record yields are atsgected in
Colorado, Minnesota, Montana, Oregon, and Wyoming.
